His father was kill- 
ed at the battle of Shiloh when the 
Union army marched through Ten- 
nessee. Memphis was threatened, so 
his family moved to the mother's 
old homestead in Yazoo-co. 
Senator Since 1911 


Williams first "was elected to the 


house of representatives 
in 1893 


and served there for 16 consecutive 
years. In 1907, he was unanimously 
reelected, but in 1908 was elected to 
the senate, although he did not take 
his seat until 1911. 
While in th'e house he was lead- 
er of the Democratic forces in the 
days of "Uncle Joe" Cannon. He 
immediately became a leader in 
the senate and devoted much of his 
time to healing the breach between 
the north and south. 
It was in the days when he was 


ardently defending Woodrow Wil- 
son that he broke with James K. 
Vardeman, his Mississippi 
col- 
league, and disrupted his state's po- 
litical harmony. Vardeman opposed 
many of Wilson's war measures and 
Williams took an active part in the 
campaign when Pat Harrison de- 
feated Vardeman.

killed all the survivors about the 
year 1370.

The moral, it seems to me, is that

made all kinds of concessions to at- 
tain and to hold office. Both have 
played the game of politics in. or- 
der to win. It is. not an admirable 
game, but the same rules should at 
least be applied to both candidates. 
We should no't attempt to persuade 
ourselves that the man whom, on 
the. whole, we prefer 
has in any 
real sense played the 
game very 


differently from his opponent. 


It follows that if Mjr. Hoover, af- 
ter playing the 
gaine for years, 
could still stand firm in a crisis,.it 
is impossible to deny that Mr. Roo- 
sevelt would stand firm. That the 
roots of courage are in him, arid 
most particularly of "2 a. m. cour- 
age," the conquest of his infirmity 
shows. His weakness is not that he 
is likely to lack 
fortitude in.con- 


fronting a crisis of catastrophic pro- 
portions. His weakness is the weak- 
ness which he shares with Mr. Hoo- 
ver in common 
with the run of 


American public men: he is too am- 
bitious and he'is too anxious,to win. 
It is not lack of courage in meeting 
a crisis that is to be feared; it is 
lack of courage 
in .dealing with 
events before they 
have reached 


the stage of crisis. For our history 
shows that the exaltation of the of- 
fice will lilt almost any President 
to the point where he will-face out 
crisis if the choice' is "clear enough. 
But the kind of courage which an- 
ticipates and 
prevents 
only the 
great Presidents have had. 
'I do not know that Mr. Roosevelt, 


has such courage. It can hardly.be 
argued that Mr. ' Hoover has dis- 
played much of it. Mr. Hoover did 
arouse him'self last spring, but no 
one who followed . the course of- 
events closely will think he aroused 
himself very much before the elev- 
enth hour. We have only to remem- 
ber that the deficit in government 
finance, which 
was 
the deepest 


cause of the danger, had been ac- 
cumulating 
for nearly 
eighteen 


months before the President reach- 
ed his decision to try to balance the 
budget. The situation was saved 
in large measure by that decision; 
in the struggle with Congress and 
in his dealings with the demoraliza- 
tion of the financial 
community, 


Mr. Hoover displayed a great ten- 
acity and a stout heart. He had the 
necessary courage 
when courage 


was absolutely necessary. But until 
that point was reached I see no ev-. 
idence that he had much courage 
when courage would 
have been 


highly desirable.

In discussion of this sort during 


a campaign, 
when 
partisanship 
runs high, the 
hardest 
thing, it 


seems to me, is-to remember that— 
.apart from casting a vote of protest 
or a vote which registers a desire 
for radical change in the future— 
the choice of the voter is narrowed 
down to two candidates 
and the 


forces which would constitute their 
administrations. 
Before the nomi- 


nations are made the choices are 
numerous, and each candidate can 
be judged against • the whole 'field 
of possibilities and even against an 
ideal conception of what the situa- 
tion calls for. Thus, to illustrate the 
point by a personal example, I felt 
eighteen months ago that the best 
equipped man to be President of 
the United States was Dwight W. 
Morrow, five months ago that he 
was Newton D. Baker.

The recent death in Detroit of Albert 


Strelow, who was one of the original 


1 stockholders in the Ford Motor Company, 


revives once more the gaudy story of 
America's greatest financial bonanza. 


Strelow put $5,000 into the Ford com- 


pany when it was founded. In 1906 he 
sold out for $45,000—which, to put it mild- 
ly, was a very fair return on his in- 
vestment. But that profit becomes insig- 
nificant by comparison with what it 
would have been if he had held on. His 
$5,000 would have grown, ultimately, to 
a great many million-dollars. He would 
have become one of the richest men in the 
middle west. 


Of course, he had no way of knowing 


that; no way of knowing that that thriving 


* little business was to break every record 
' and dazzle the whole world. He acted 
• prudently in selling out when he did. The 
1 only trouble was that he happened to be 


in a spot where prudence was a worthless 


" virtue. 


And that, probably, is why this nation 


never grows tired of hearing about the 


"-rise of Henry Ford. The whole story is 
' really a frontier story; the story of the 


lone prospector who stumbled across a 
gold mine. In it, rashness gets rewarded 


' and caution is left holding the bag. 


Those bankers who refused to finance 


' Henry Ford's fledgling company 
acted 


•wisely. The hard-headed business men 
•who cold-shouldered him did" just what 


' hard-headed business men ought to do. 


The "men who risked their little savings 


f with him ought, by all the rules, to have 
\ lost everything. It just happened that 
t Ford's concern was the exception to all 


• rules. 


And it is probable that Americans will 


" always take a keen delight in the whole 


story. We get scbmany copy-book maxims 
about prudence, caution and the like that 
it is extremely comforting to find a case 
which cuts squarely across all maxims. 


For prudence and caution aren't, after 


- all, deeply rooted in American life. The 
- nation was developed by men who lacked 
those • qualities; men who could risk all 
they had on a plunge into the wilderness. 
We'll always have a warm spot in our 
hearts for the man who strikes it rich and 
. confounds the experts—although he's fool- 
ish to take the chances.

Denmark rec- 
ognized its dangerous character by refus- 
ing them the privilege of flying over 
Greenland, not caring to assume the re- 
sponsibility and cost of searching for them 
in case they met misadventure. 


The Hutchinsons barely escaped with 


their lives, but their stunt now appears to 
have cost the life of Lieutenant Ernst 
ITdet, Germany's best-known living World 
war ace. 


Udet abandoned his aerial photograph- 


ic work to hunt for this Flying Family. 
He has not been heard from since and is 
feared lost. If this proves true, it will 
be a stiff price to pay for an ill-judged 
affair that had no other object than to 
reap the cheap reward of publicity. 


It is reported that the United States 


government has recently refused its sanc- 
tion to another 
contemplated 
Atlantic 


flight. 
It is well so, for under no cir- 


cumstances can these flights be consid- 
ered other than as stunts so long as heav- 
ier-than-air ships remain in their present 
stage of development. 


They become doubly foolhardy when 


heedless adventurers force brave men to 
go to their rescue with the chance that 
they too, may be lost. 


AMERICAN IMPERIALISM 


While Japanese statesmen, in defense 


of their own plans for conquest and to 
fortify themselves against American cri- 
ticism thereof, are calling attention to the 
alleged imperialistic aims of the United 
States in Latin-America, announcement 
comes from the State Department of the 
signing of a new treaty which will ef- 
fectually end American intervention in 
Haiti by December 31, 1934—two years in 
advance of the date originally set. 


The treaty follows investigation by the 


Forbes commission, which made a thor- 
ough study of conditions in Haiti with a 
view to preparing the way for American 
evacuation. 


With the exception of certain financial 


safeguards retained for the protection of 
American holders of Haitian bonds still 
outstanding to the amount of $14,150,000 
and due in 1942, all governmental'activi- 
ties are to be turned over to the people of 
Haiti. 


What is most important, American ma- 


rines are to be withdrawn as promptly as 
the national guard can be Haitianized, 
with a small mission substituted to con- 
tinue its training, but by the end of 1934 
the guard must be turned over to an 
Haitian commandant appointed -by the 
president of Haiti. 


Thus we have an American paternal- 


ism, called imperialism by some, ready 
and willing to give these countries the 
opportunity of standing on their own feet 
whenever they are at all capable of doing 
so. It is the s?jne policy that will cause 
the withdrawal within a few months of 
all United States marines from Nicaragua. 
It is a policy identical with that adopted 
toward Cuba and one to be followed no 
doubt in the case of the Philippines. 


Japan should have little difficulty in • 


adapting this particular pattern of imperi- 
alism to her own future plans in the Far 
East.

FOREIGN LEGION BARS AMERICANS 


Some may not take it as a compliment 


that citizens of the United States have 
been barred from enlistment in the French 
Foreign Legion. 


The history of this famous military 


organization, which had its inception by 
.Royal Ordinance in 1831, is replete with 
tales of romance, hardships and daring 
exploits. 


On joining a man swears allegiance to 


France, his former identity is lost and the 
Legion's traditions demand that he sub- 
mit himself to the iron discipline of the 
organization. 
Theoretically at least, he 


leaves all hope behind and is entitled to 
no sympathetic action whatever from his 
own government. 


The Legion is often the last refuge of 


those who for one reason or another, a 
woman, the law, the difficulty of ordering 
one's own life, are fugitives from the or- 
dinary everyday life of the world. Most 
every man, after he has joined, wants to 
show he is a good soldier and is impelled 
through pride to prove the superiority of 
his own birthright. 


The Legion is a crucible that consumes 


the dross of a man and exposes his metal. 
In its ranks may be found men of many 
nations. Americans have served their en- 
listments with distinction, especially dur- 
ing the first years of the World war. 


But some years ago 
an American 


youth named Doty enlisted and was later 
sentenced to death for desertion during 
the Riff difficulties. 
American represen- 


tations not only saved his life but also 
won him a pardon and a discharge from 
the service. This action was considered a 
blow to Legion discipline and traditions 
and is believed to be responsible for the 
Legion's new policy in refusing to admit 
Americans.

cans would not fit in well with Legion 
regulations, especially in 
peace 
times

When, a banana is ripe enough to 
feed a baby the skin is brown with 
some spots still golden yellow; the 
pulp is soft but not mushy. If the 
skin is not quite brown it is not 
yet ripe enough. If banana is used 
when the skin is only yellow, it 
should be boiled or baked for feed- 
ing an infant or invalid. But it is 
thoroughly ripe it is most effective 
when fed raw.

Request for Delay on Wage 


Reduction to Have 


Political Effect

Washington—While this is no out- 


ward suggestion of politics in the 
latest development to the railroad 
labor situation, the request by Pres- 
ident -Hoover 
ani the rail 


to the labor chiefs 
executives to defer 


wage reduction discussions till the 
end of the year since the "general 
economic situation would be much 
clearer at that time," is bound to 
have an effect on the railroad vote. 


Mr. Roosevelt has declared that 


the railroads should pay the highest 
v/ages that the industry can afford 
but has not said how this can be 
achieved in the face of the insist- 
ence of rail executives that labor 
costs are too high and that any 
financial reorganization of the cap- 
ital structure of the roads must be 
based on reduced labor expense. 
William Gibbs McAdoo corraled 
the railroad labor vote when he 
was director general of railroads 
and the rank and liie is likely to be 
influenced by his affiliation with 
tha Roosevelt candidacy. Mr. Hoo- 
ver, on the other hand, put a former 
railroad labor chief in his cabinet 
as secretary of labor and the prob- 
lem of wage discussions was pre- 
sented to the president by Mr. Doak 
who brought representatives of the 
railroad workers to the White 
House. Against Long Belay 
The rail executives, of course, do 
not wish to delay any longer than 
is absolutely necessary. They are 
not disposed to take the present 
political campaign into considera- 
tion because under the operations 
of the existing mediation laws it 
takes considerable time to get con- 
ferences started and negotiations 
completed. By getting these under 
way now, the railroad executives 
had hoped to get a. decision long 
before the present agreement ex- 
pires in February. 
If Mr. Hoover should be defeated 


for re-election, the chances are the 
railroads will resume their efforts 
at once for they would have noth- 
ing to gam by further delay. If Mr. 
Hoover is triumphant, the railroad 
wage problem probably will be one 
of the major responsibilities of the 
president 
since he asked for the 
postponement on tlie ground that 
economic conditions might improve. 
The contest then will be between 
the president and the railroad labor 
men on one side and the railroads 
on the other with the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance corporation very much 
in the picture through the grant of 
loans to help railroads meet fixed 
charges. 
A discussion of wage reductions 
in the middle of a presidential cam- 
paign would not be relished by 
either candidate as it has embar- 
rassments. Mr. Hoover probably 
would have preferred to have the 
subject kept away from him but 
when the railroad labor leaders 
came to him with a request for 
postponement he could not from 
the viewpoint of political expedi- 
ency turn them down. 


A postponement of course re- 


quires the consent of the railroad 
executives who may or may not be 
influenced by the president's plea 
as they think the matter should be 
disposed of irrespective of politics 
though a few weeks delay till Nov. 
8 would not be regarded as preju- 
dicial to the interest of the carriers.

The board reported to Gov. Dan 


Turner, and state officials that it 
accepted the report of the special 
accountants with the purpose of 
getting all constructive suggestions 
and in order to profit to the full 
extent where the audit could be of 
assistance. 
The accountants' report, filed by

of false alarms it is pleasant to be 
able to report that the recent_ "busi- 
ness upturn" is more than just so 
much propaganda.

surance that it will be maintained. 
But it is the best tiling of its kind 
that has occurred in nearly two 
years and no one ought to disbe- 
lieve it simply because the poli- 
ticians affirm it. 


Recent gains have been partly 


seasonal, the type of gains to be ex- 
pected in normal years. But sea- 
sonal gains are much better than 
the lack of them and, although this 
year's gain hasn't compared with 
those of normal years, there was 
none at all a year ago or the year 
before that. 
Claims by the administration that 


the technical financial aspects of the 
depression, 
alarming until a few 


months ago, have been pretty well 
wiped out, are in large part accept- 
ed by the most acute observers. The 
outward movement of gold, 
the 


hoarding .nenace and the dearth of 
credit have been eliminated as de- 
pressive factors. There is plenty of 
credit now. 


Taken alone, that doesn't mean 


much. It must be accompanied by 
actual industrial gains and at pres- 
ent the credit isn't being used be- 
cause there is little demand for it. 
A real buying movement is requir- 
ed to start the wheels whirring. 
Such a movement cannot be antici- 
pated from abroad In the near fu- 
ture because of stronger trade bar- 
riers and the tendency of foreign 
situations to grow worse instead of 
better. 
That leaves us with the

Surplus Wiped Out 


Here we have one good condition 


in 
universal small 
inventories. 


There is no manufactured surplus, 
such as is a contributory factor to 
r-.ost slumps, and the last three 
years have put us on a hand-to- 
mouth basis of production.

There appears to be a misunder- 


standing in the minds of some hunt- 
ers as to just what is meant by 'rud- 
dy ducks or buffleheads.' I have re- 
ceived several letters asking if, in 
speaking of buffleheads, the com- 
mission means ruddy ducks. 
To 


clear up this misunderstanding let 
me say that, as the law reads, 
shooting of ruddy ducks and of but 
ter-balls will be illegal. A buffle- 
head is a butter-ball, not a ruddy. 


Though we have had as yet no 


appreciable frost, I believe 
from 


reports that have ccme to me that 
most of the teal have left for the 
south. It means that these fine birds 
raised in the northern states, will 
be killed by Illinois hunters and 
those in the states farther south. 
We will get none of them. 


Shooting Places 


Here are 
some of the 
regions 


where most of the ducks will be 
sagged during the period from Oc- 
tober 1 to about the 15th. or in oth- 
er words, until the flight of deep 
water ducks arrive from Canada 
where they breed: Partridge Lake,

Pinnated grouse and sharp-tailed

Farmers Turn Herds 


Into Cabbage Fields 


BY W. F. WINSEY 


The lack of a profitable market 


is forcing a number of growers to 
turn the herds into their early cab- 
bage fields, or to feed their cabbage 
in farmyards. A large proportion 
of the heads are bursted as a re- 
sult of old age and overgrowth. 
The balance is still fit for kraut. 
Hundreds of acres of good early 
cabbage represent a total loss ex- 
cept in cases where some of the 
crop is being fed. 


Growers 
are 
now 
wondering 


what is to become of the late crop, 
considerable of which is now ready 
for the market. 
At the present 


price of $4 and $5 per ton that a 
few growers, are accepting, the late 
crop cannot be cut and hauled to 
the market, in the opinion of a few 
large growers. 


The low price of cabbage and no 


market will probably cause com- 
plications in the payment of seed 
and fertilizer loans made by the 
federal government to a number 
of growers last spring. 
The ex- 


pected source of the payments of 
these loans was the crop raised. 
The crops have been raised in good 
faith by the growers out thus far 
those crops have been practically 
worthless.

Corporation. 


The farmer makes application to 


a local bank for a feed loan. The 
bank in turn examines the farmer's 
herd, his financial 
obligations, 


mortgages, decides on the securi- 
ties and so forth, and reports the 
proposed loan to headquarters for 
acceptance. If the loan is accept- 
ed, it may be paid later when cows 
begin to produce on the installment 
plan, a few dollars monthly, for 
instance.

assist farmers in the drouth areas 
and was declared workable by the 
Wisconsin Drought Relief Commit- 
tee.
